A . sny that businese was buriness, What
they meant wis thut business was n sort of
rough-and-tumble contest in which only
the strong conld or should win., The hard,
old aphorism has lost its foree. Business s,
In one wonwe, a process of co-operation, And
it has bhecome a professdon in which wide
understanding, finesse and s sensitive and
seeing mind connt heavily, An executive in
any great industrinl organization cannot
go far nowadays unless he hag a wide knowl-
pdge not only of hisx own work but of the
trends and fmpulee that govern and direet
life in the world about him. Dootor Cod-
frex. of the Direxel Tostitute, and the men
who are interested with him In a scheme to
specinlly teain the cantaing and lieutenants
of biisiness in the colleges obvlonsly desire
to utilime the educational facilities of the
country for a larger efficiency in what might
be called the most general of the professions.
They wish to train executives nnd produce a
type of man who will fit naturally into a
job and kuwow that job at the heginning,
instead of learning it through expensive ex-
perienre,

ut what processss are beat for the train-
ing of business pxecutives? Teehniea! train-
nlone will not do because there s no
known technlgne by which great masses of
men can be kept invariably content and
loyal. To undertanke to supply finished eox-
to any business institution is to
assime  an  extraordinarily  difficult  task.
Lawyers begin in the schools, They get
thetr real training at the bar. Thysleians
know jittle enough when they gradunte from
vallege,  They nequire most of their skill
in practive, though of them would
hate to admit this,
